PARIS. March 28.—Forty-two Ger- 


man airplanes and six captive balloons 


have been brought down by French 
aviators in the fighting around Ham, 
St. Quentin, and Noyon, the official re- 
port on French aerial operations says.

Pay no heed to 
them.

stated again and again by his treat- 


ment-of civilian populations and by 
his disregard of treaties and agree- 
ments that he is no more to be par- 
leyed with than an Apache Indian. 

What I expect people to ask me is 
How long do you think it will take us 
to smash the German armies flat?’ 
What I hear mostly is, ‘How long do 
you think * awful slaughter will 
go on?

“This war- is a great, holy, noble 
war, waged for everything that is 
worth living for. We are in it to a 
finish. Whoever tells you that we
